Ik is said that the Republican Congress­ 
men and Senators have a scheme for the 
reduction of the internal revenue taxes, 
and that it involves the elimination of 
§80,000,000 of revenue. 
Among the most 
im portant reductions contemplated :s that 
on whisky, which is to be cut down to 50 
cents on the gallon, and a similar redaction 
is to be m ale in the tobacco excise. 
Be­ 
fore the Republican party is committed by 
its representatives at Washington to any 
sucn programme, it is to be hoped thatdne 
account wili be taken of its implications. 
It is a question to be answered first, whether 
the Republican party can go before the 
country as the champion of cheap whisky. 
This is what is embodied in the new plan. 
The favor of the American people is to be 
sought on the ground that the “ home in­ 
d u stry ” of drunkard-making will be fos­ 
tered and encouraged by reducing the tax 
on whisky. 
The Republican party will 
then be in the attitude of soliciting support 
on the strength of its open alliance with 
the worst and most demoralizing agencies 
in the country. 
It is of no uee to make 
any pretense about the matter. To cheapen 
whisky is to encourage drunkenness, and 
the long train of ills which follows that 
vice. 
Certainly it will look well for the 
historic party of “ great moral ideas ” to 
be declaring itself the champion cf cheap 
intoxication; “ the only party that is 
“ pledged to enable the poor man to fill hie 
“ skin with 
rotgut 
for 
five 
cents.” 
How the people will “ enthuse ” when the 
Republican orators take the stump and re­ 
late with what noble and patriotic per­ 
sistency the grand old party has labored to 
put cheap gin within the reach of every 
man ! 
How forcibly these speakers will 
appeal to the elements which have hereto­ 
fore voted the Democratic tick et! 
W ith 
what cheers for the Republican party every 
doggery and slum and jail and penitentiary 
will ring, when it becomes known that it 
has crowned its immortal work by relieving 
the poor man’s bottle of its burdens ! 
Cheap W hisky as a Republican war-cry, 
however, does cot seem exactly the right 
thing in the right place. 
It is indeed un­ 
fortunately true th at the party which for 
the last seventeen years has maintained a 
war tariff in time of peace, and which has 
fleeced the working classes in order to 
build up a privileged class of “ protected ” 
parasites, might by some be thought in the 
line of its natural tendencies in completing 
the ruin of the poor by proffering them 
cheap whisky. 
B at the Republican party 
has erred ignorantly, not mischievously, in 
the m atter of the tariff, and it would be un­ 
fair to charge it with any sinister designs 
against the masses. 
In the m atter of the 
internal revenue taxes, however, it is very 
necessary to point out that the party which 
becomes the champion of cheap whisky, 
and which inflicts th at injury upon the 
country deliberately in order to avoid the 
necessity of relieving the people from the 
burdens of the tariff, will be buried for­ 
ever beneath the scorn and contempt of an 
outraged nation. 
The politicians at Wash- 
'ngton are continually blundering because 
they only take counsel from interested 
parties, and th at ia what they are doing in 
this cue, 
The whisky manufacturers and 
the protected manufacturers are those who 
are striving to get the internal revenue re­ 
duced. 
The whisky men have the one ob­ 
ject in vio'f of increasing their sales by- 
lowering the; price of their staple. 
They 
do not care Sow much ruin and desolation 
their trade produces, but at least they are 
not hypocrites. 
The protected classes, on 
the other h«*d, are impostors. 
They pre­ 
tend that-they want the import duties re­ 
tained beca ase otherwise they cannot af­ 
ford to pay high wages to their men. 
This is a fraudulent pretense, for xhey 
do not pay high wages as it is, and they 
avail themselves of every opportunity to 
reduce the pay of their employes. 
These 
two classes ere the only ones at present de­ 
manding a reduction in the tax on whisky-. 
The Protectionists hope to be able to stave 
off tariff i*form altogether by cutting 
down the internal revenue taxee, and they 
are quite willing that the country should 
be supplied with cheap whisky if only 
they can nudntain their monopoly. 
I t was 
said some time ago that the Democratic 
party could always be trusted to blunder. 
A t this timo it looks as if the Republican 
party had ¿hanged places with its oppo­ 
nents in tbui respect. 
We can think of no 
conceivable blunder so certainly disastrous 
and fatal a: th e proposed fiscal plan of the 
Republicans in Congress will prove. 
It 
would most 
asenredly drive from the 
party forever the last remnants of its 
decent elements. 
The moral, the edu­ 
cated, the patriotic, the intelligent, the re­ 
ligious elements, would at once leave it. 
The war-cry of “ cheap w hisky” would 
instantly degrade it to the very lowest 
depth of political abasement. 
And yet 
that war-cry in inevitably linked with the 
serious adoption of the programme which 
was outlined in our dispatches yesterday. 
The truth is that the tax on whisky is 
one of the most equitable and profitable of 
imposts, and if it could be increased w ith­ 
out leading to illicit distillation it would 
be sound policy to increase it. 
No party 
or Government can afford to become re­ 
sponsible for a redaction of taxation, the 
only- possible consequence of which can be 
to make more drunkards. 
Prohibition has 
not indeed been indorsed by the people to 
any considerable extent, but this proposi­ 
tion is at the opposite extreme from Pro­ 
hibition. 
I t would indeed be a mad re­ 
sponse to the rebuke of Ohio. 
The Republicans at Washington will not 
adopt the new programme unless they 
really- wish to destroy their party utterly. 
If they do adopt it no gift of prophesy will 
be needed to predict a eweeping Demo­ 
cratic victory in 1SS4. 
In such a case the 
Democracy wculd only have to manifest 
the courage of its convictions on the tariff 
question, and it conld make any cnc Presi­ 
dent. 
If the Republican party is to be 
nm henceforth by the protected manu­ 
facturers and the whisky men, and if 
W ashington views, which are necessarily 
artificial and false, are to color Congres­ 
sional action, there will most unquestion­ 
ably he a sequel to the political revolution 
just witnessed, which will still more as­ 
tonish the “ machine ” men. 
Nor could 
the Republicans introduce the Democratic 
Congress with a more appropriate overture. 
The Democrats have thus far found all 
their o p p o rtu n ity in Republican blunders, 
and it is qnite possible th at the end is not 
yet. 
But if there is any common sense 
left in the councils of the party its mana­ 
gers will keep their hands off the internal 
revenue, and leave the war cry of “ Cheap 
“ W hisky ” to their antagonists.

“ wherever they are manufactured in this 
“ country, has never been over 100 per 
“ cent, greater than in Great Britain, and 
“ the advance is rarely more than 40 per 
“ cent. ” 
Ia these statem ents the Chronicle 
exhibits its characteristic disregard for the 
truth. 
A t this very time, when, as is 
notorious, the price of American steel rails 
has fallen greatly, their price is more than 
100 per cent, greater than th at of the 
English rails. 
A year ago, six months 
ago, in fact, American rails were 140 per 
cent, more costly to the purchaser than 
the English article. 
The price in England 
is §22 per ten. 
The current price in the 
United 
States 
is §45 
per 
ton. 
A 
year ago tho American rails were selling at 
between §G0 and §70 per ton. 
As to what 
the Chronicle Eays further about a reduc 
tien in the duty making rails dearer in­ 
stead of cheaper, it is of a piece with the 
Protectionist 
arguments about 
w ages; 
that is to say it is a kind of noueenBe of 
which an intelligent schoolboy ought to be 
ashamed. The Chronicle, however, with the 
usual 
consistency of 
“ anti monopoly 
sheets, is at present engaged in defending the 
most oppressive sn d unjustifiable monopoly 
on the continent, and lifts up its voice in be 
half of more “ protection” for the poor perse 
secuted steel rail-makers, who, though 
according to the confession of one of their 
own number they made SO per cent, profit 
on their invested capital last year, are 
now so distressed th at they cannot keep 
their mills open un'ees their employes will 
submit to a 25 per cent, reduction of wages. 


ASSASSINATION 
IN 
IRELAND. 


Assassination runs rampant in Ireland, 
or at least in Dublin. 
The Phornix Park 
murders are still involved in mystery, 
when two separate assassinations occur, 
one of a detective, and the other of a jury­ 
man who had committed the offense of 
helping to convict a murderer. 
The men 
who killed the detective are now believed 
to have been lying in wait for much more 
im portant prey ; in fast it is more than 
surmised that their purpose was to assas­ 
sinate a number of judges who had been 
dining together in the neighborhood, and 
in a few minutes would have had to pass 
the spot where these villains were lurking. 
The detective very probably discovered 
their plot, aud in rage at the frustration of 
it they killed him. 
This hideous and alto­ 
gether detestable and cowardly practice of 
assassination mu3t be abandoned by the 
Irish, or they will soon have no friends. 
The most shameful feature about it is 
that thoee who are in a position to give in­ 
formation which might lead to the punish­ 
ment of these atrocious crimes, will rather 
become accomplices in the murders than 
testify to what they know. 
And so long 
as this is the case it will be useless to pre­ 
tend that tho many foul outrages which 
continually are perpetrated there are not 
sympathized with by the general popula­ 
tion. 
Unfortunately ail the evidence a t­ 
tainable Í3 the other way.
